2. As a result of certain representations made by the trade against the total 
ban on the import of fents, it has been decided to permit the Import of fents 
falling under S. Nos. 200 and 202 of Part TV of the I.T.C. Schedule, against 
quota licences Issued for the current licensing period for Cotton fabrics 

[S. Nos, 188, 193, 194 and 195 (a), (b) & (c) of Part IV] unto 7i per cent, of 
the face values thereof. Fents falling under S. No. 201/IV will not, however, be 
allowed to be imported, 

3. This concession will apply to quota licences for S. Nos. 188, 193, 194 and 
196 (a), (b) Sc (c) of Part Iv issued for the January—June, 1967, licensing 
period only and will not apply to any licences for earlier period or periods even 
mough they be still valid. 

4 . It is not necessary to present these licences to the licensing authorities for 
suitable endorsement. The Custom authoiities will allow cTearanoa on tha 
authority of this ^blic Notice.
